She was a member of Rob* 
ert's so-called "boiler room

This was the group 
of young women who handled 
the New York senator's key 
telephone calls in the weeks aft- 
er he launched his campaign. 


Miss Kopechne, 28, was the

Heights, N.J. At the time of her 
death, she was employed by a 
Washington, D.C., political con- 
sulting firm.

Pioneer Railroad 


Pioneer railroad of the

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Libya Leaves G*t* Commondatfon 
the World 
Guessing

TUNfs (AP) - Libya's new 


military rulers left much of the 
world 
guessing today 
about 


their future policies toward the 
West and Israel. But there was 
general expectation that the 
West's huge stake in Libyan oil 
was not endangered, 


Indications pointed to a closer 


alignment with Egyptian Presi* 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser and 
the more militant Arab nations, 
And the end may be in sight-tor 
the U.S. Air Force's big Whee* 
lus base outside Tripoli and the 
small British bases at Tobruk 
and El Adem, 


The Junta headed by Col, Saad 


Eddine Abbou Choulreb which 
seized power early Monday pro- 
claimed "the Libyan Arab Re* 
public," a name echoing those 
adopted by such revolutionary 
Arab nations as Egypt, Syria 
and Yemen, Iraq and Egypt 
were the first nations to recog- 
nize the new regime. 


Tripoli 
Radio 
broadcasts 


stressed the "socialist" nature 
of the new regime and said the 
revolution stands for "Arab uni- 
ty, socialism and freedom," the 
slogan of the Baath Socialist 
radicals in power in Iraq and 
Syria. But broadcast statements 
also gave assurances that for- 
eign policy would remain un- 
changed, and foreign nationals 
and their property would be pro- 
tected. 


Informed sources in Paris 


said the junta called in repre- 
sentatives of the U.S., Britain, 
France and the Soviet Union 
and told them all international 
agreements would be respected, 
including 
contracts 
for 
the 


American and West European 
011 
concessions 
which 
have 


made Libya the world's fourth 
largest oil producer. 


There was speculation, how- 


ever, that the new regime would 
renew demands on the U.S. and 
Britain to close their military 
bases in the country. 


The Libyan monarchy gave 


only lukewarm backing to calls 
from the Arab militants for the 
destruction of Israel and was a 
member of a moderate group 
that also included Morocco, Tu- 
nisia, Saudi Arabia, Lebanon 
and Kuwait. Tunisian officials- 
feared 
that the new regime 


would swing the balance within 
the Arab League in favor of 
Nasser's policies. 


Libya's airports, ports and 


borders 
meanwhile remained 


closed to all outsiders, and there 
was 
no indication 
when they 


would be opened. 


The 79-year-old king, who suf- 


fers from various infirmities, is 
at a Turkish spa for a rest and 
medical treatment. A spokes- 
man said the monarch consid- 
ered the coup of "no impor- 
tance" and would return home 
as planned. But his nephew and 
heir 
apparent, Crown Prince 


Hassan el-Rida, made a broad- 
cast from Libya announcing his 
"voluntary 
abdication" 
and 


calling on the 1.5 million Libyan 
poeple to join him in supporting 
the new regime.

The admiral thus indicated he 


sees a possibility the 65*carrier 
force— which some members of 
Congress insist is traditional 
rather than based on any spe* 
cific requirement— c o u l d be 
trimmed, 


Moorer noted that a reassess* 


ment is tinder way of U.S. de* 
fense needs "including the num- 
ber of attack carriers that will 
be required in future years." 


The new Nimitz "will replace 


an old World War II carrier," 
he said. 


Moorer's memorandum listed 


these factors: 


- "For all levels of military 


action other than all-out nuclear 
war—from a show of force to 
general war— the attack carrier 
is the primary striking force of 
our Navy. It provides the offen- 
sive power necessary to assure 
free use of the seas..." 


— Despite new transportation 


and weapons systems, free use 
of the high seas "continues to be 
essential to the security of the 
United States, whether we are

— "There is no valid plan for 


overseas military operations of 
the Army, Air Force or amphib- 
ious forces with embarked Ma- 
rines that does not depend on 
our free use of the seas."

egy relies heavily upon military 
forces deployed overseas . . . 
These forward deployed forces 
must be supplied by sea. . ." 


— "A change in national strat- 


egy resulting in the withdrawal 
of our deployed military forces, 
would increase the requirement 
to maintain a strong maritime 
posture."

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Like 


an unfinished soap opera, the 
continuing story of pay-TV has 
kept its anxious fans in sus- 
pense all summer, and nobody 
yet knows when to expect the 
next episode. 


The script still is being writ- 


ten by the U.S. Court of Appeals 
here, which has been asked to 
decide whether the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 


was within its legal authority 
when it established policies last 
June 
12 permitting pay-TV 


throughout the nation. 


Should the court uphold the 


FCC—as it did in 1962 when the 
commission authorized a trial 
run of pay-TV in Hartford, 
Conn.,—the pay-TV policy would 
still face an ordeal in Congress 
where at least 20 bills to kill it 
have been introduced. 


Theater owners, the commer- 


cial television networks and 
some viewers afraid they'd lose 
free TV are allied against it. 


Pay.TV—television broadcast- 


ing that could be received only 
upon payment by the viewer- 
has been both a controversial is- 
sue since the FCC started con- 
sidering it in 1955. 


Supporters claimed it would 


bring culture—the opera, arts, 
new movies and live theater 
that mass-appeal, sponsor-sup- 
ported free TV could not pro- 
vide would become available to 
the viewer willing to pay. 


Opponents counter that pay- 


TV, seeking maximum profits, 
would woo the same mass audi- 
ence as free TV and buy off the 
same audience-pleasing attrac- 
tions—leaving the public to pay 
for the same entertainment it 
once got free. 


After 
reviewing the 7-year 


Hartford experiment 
the FCC 


concluded last Dec. 13 that pay- 
TV was neither that good nor 
that bad and was worth a try. 


In Hartford it had managed to 


offer "some" culture, the FCC 
found, but "audience response 
was not great". 


It would be dominated, the 


FCC predicted, by feature films 
and sports—two main staples of 
today's commercial TV.

"My first two years were 


tough," he says, "but I'm con- 
vinced now that my third season 
as 
head coach will be even 


tougher." 


Schmidt has three years left 


of a five-year contract, but talk 
is that unless the lions can 
have a successful season this 
year owner William clay Ford 
may buy out the last two years 
of his pact. 


Last season Detroit wound up 


with a dismal 4-8-2 record and 
last place in the Central Divi- 
sion of the National Football 
League. 


The Lions have been building 


the last couple of years and it 
seems as if they should be 
ready to be a contender once 
again. 


Among the top players in the 


league are four Lions with a to- 
tal of only six years in pro foot- 
ball. Running back Mel Farr 
was

Roy Finally 
Realizes 
His Dream

DARLINGTON, S. C. (AP)- 


The success which eluded Lee 
Roy Yarbrough for most of his 
nine years on NASCAR's blue 
ribbon Grand National stock 
car racing circuit finally has 
come to the 50-year-old driver. 


He won his sixth major speed- 


way race of 1969 Monday, bolt- 
ing past David Pearson on the 
final 
lap of the 
prestigious 


Southern 500 before a limp 
crowd of 65,000. 


Yarbrough now has won stock 


car racing's so - called triple 
crown, the Daytona 500, the 
Charlotte World 600, and the 
Southern 500 — Becoming the 
first driver to do it in one sea- 
son. 


In winning the rain-shortened 


Southern 500 by less than a car 
length, the Ford driver earned 
$21,850 to bring his season's to- 
tal to a record $164,915. 


He led seven times for 83 


laps. 


Three times last year he had 


come breathtakingly close to 
winning big events, finishing a 
close 
second 
to Cale Yar- 


borough, who went on to $136,- 
000 season and four big victo- 
ries. 


But this time he and 35-year- 


old Pearson, also in a Ford, 
staged a furious battle over the 
rainsoaked Darlington Interna- 
tional Raceway for almost 100 
miles, heading for a 7 p.m. cur- 
few announced by race officials 
after rain delayed the action for 
4!2 hours. 


''That made it a trophy — 


particularly those last 25 or 30 
laps," said Yarbrough. "Victo- 
ry would go to the guy who 
could get out front and stay 
there. We knew the chips were 
down," 


The winning average speed 


for the 310 miles or2301apswas 
105,612 m.pju Besides rain, cau- 
tion flags because of wrecks 
held down the speed. 


Pearson picked up $12,250 to 


raise his season's winnings to 
$150,470, 


Al Unser drove the double-

Unser, of Albuquerque, N.M., 


beat Mario Andretti of Naza- 
reth, Pa., by less than 1010feet. 
A.J. Foyt of Houston was third 
in another Ford; Billy Vukovich 
of Fresno, Calif., fourth, and 
Bobby Unser, Al's older broth- 
er,

Odd. t h i s inner-directed 


phenomenon since the in- 
dustry has, in fact, taken a 
few lumps this past year. 
The April-June quarter for 
Chrysler, for example, took 
a 51 per cent nosedive on top 
of the 25 per cent decline in 
the January-March quarter. 
American Motors is not sell- 
ing enough cars and even the 
fat and sassy Pontiac Divi- 
sion lost points. 


Still, the industry still ex- 


pects to sell some 8.4 million 
cars this year, not bad at all 
in a period of economic un- 
certainty. So why not gear 
up and make ready for an 
equally good 1970? 


But there are signs that 


make at least a few auto 
executives wince. In Wash- 
ington, r e p o r ts Business 
Week magazine, the Federal 
Trade C o m m i s s i o n has 
scheduled a hearing on the 
industry's price advertising, 
just about the time prices 
will be announced on the '70 
cars. And the prices, to no 
one's g r e a t surprise, are 
likely to be higher. 


In California, the state is 


taking the industry to court 
on charges of deception in 
the advertising of prices. To 
top off this 
uncomfortable 


melange, the state senate 
wants to ban the internal 
combustion engine altogether 
by 1975. 


But n e i t h e r economic 


gloom nor legal sleet will 
stay these n o b l e Detroit 
moguls from their appointed 
rounds at the nation's show- 
rooms next month. Add to 
those other certainties, death 
and taxes, the new model 
premieres. 


General Motors shoots the 


opening guns on Sept. 18. 
Chevrolet 
and Oldsmobile, 


after long and often bitter 
struggle with the front office, 
will o f f e r superspecialty 
cars 
like 
the 
successful 


Pontiac Grand Prix. 


Chrysler, always 
lament- 


ably slow on the 
uptake, 


finally will have a car de- 
signed to give the runaway 
Mustang 
competition. It's 


called, appropriately enough, 
the Challenger. At about the 
same time, its Plymouth Di- 
vision will show its answer 
to Ford's Maverick called, 
for some reason, the Duster. 


American M o t o r s takes 


after M a v e r i c k with the 
Hornet, a name which has 
been buried in the company's 
trademark vault since the 
old Hudson expired in the 
'50s. 
AM also expects to 


out-mini the industry with a 
Volkswagen-sized car in the 
spring. 


As for General Motors, it, 


too, will have a small car 
out in the summer which is 
currently carrying the code 
name, XP887. 


To date, the European in- 


dustry is showing no special 
signs of alarm, p e r h a p s 
remembering Detroit's last 
assault 
on the import-car 


market in the middle '50s.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Col* 


umnlst Drew Pearson was de» 
scribed In one of his own books 
as "either loved of hated; there 
is no middle ground," 


His 
admirers 
were many 


readers of his column, ''The 
Washington 
Merry*Go*Kound," 


who looked on Pearson as the 
man who exposed skeletons 1ft 
governmental 
closets during 


four decades^ 


But his reporting through 


newspapers 
and broadcasting 


brought him Into frequent con- 
flict with officials, Including two 
presidents who called him a 
liar, 


Pearson, 71, died Monday aft- 


er suffering a heart attack at 
his 
Maryland farm, He had 


been hospitalized several weeks, 
returning home only last Fri- 
day, 


Jack Anderson, co-author the 


past 10 years, said he will con- 
tinue the column which Is car- 
ried In 625 dally and weekly 
newspapers, 


Pearson's most recent major 


crusade In 1966-67 led to a Sen- 
ate censure of Sen, Thomas J. 
Dodd, D-Conn., after allegations 
he had used political funds for 
personal purposes. 


It was Presidents Franklin D. 


Roosevelt and Harry S. Truman 
who denounced Pearson. Roose- 
velt called him a liar when the 
columlnlst reported Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull wanted to see 
Russia 
"bled white" during 


World War n. 


Truman once refeerred to 


Pearson as an "s.o.b." after 
several columns which angered 
the President. 


And the late Sen. Joseph R. 


McCarthy, R-Wls., resorted to 
physical violence during a long 
feud with Pearson In the 1950s. 
McCarthy 
admitted 
hitting 


Pearson with his hand at a fash- 
ionable club in Washington; the 
columnist 
said 
the 
senator 


kicked him in the groin. 


The squabble 
got Into the 


courts in a $5.1 million damage 
suit brought by Pearson against 
McCarthy and several others, 
including 
the late columnist 


Westbrook 
Pegler. 
It 
was 


dropped later. 


This was only one of a num- 


ber of court suits in which Pear- 
son was plaintiff or defendant. 


' 
Although, contrpyersi,al, Pear- 


son wa's affable, mild-mannered 
and a Quaker. He sponsored the 
Friendship Train that collected 
700 carloads of food for France 
and Italy after World War II. 


Born Andrew Russell Pearson 


at Evanston, 111., he was the son 
of a college professor who later 
was governor of the Virgin Is- 
lands. He was a Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate of Swathmore College 
in Pennsylvania. 


While working for the Balti- 


more Sun, Pearson and Robert 
S. Allen wrote a book called 
"The 
Washington 
Merry-Go- 


Round" which promised to tell 
"the gossip which the Capital 
loves to whisper but hates to see 
in print." 


The 
book 
and 
a 
sequel 


launched the column which Al- 
len gave up in 1942 to re-enter 
the Army. 
Pearson's first marriage in 


1925 to the Countess Felicia Gi- 
zycka, 
daughter 
of 
Eleanor 


"Cissy" Patterson, publisher of 
the Washington Times-Herald, 
ended in divorce. 


In 1936 he married Luvie 


Moore, who survives along with 
a daughter, Ellen Arnold, and a 
stepson, Tyler Abell, former 
U.S. chief of protocol, 


A memorial service will be at 


11 a.m. EOT Thursday in the 
Washington National Cathedral. 
After cremation the ashes will 
be taken to the Pearson farm.

to Marciano 
BROCKTON, Mass. (AP) - 


Rocky Marciano, the Brockton 
Blockbuster, was mourned to- 
day by the people of this city 
who Idolized him. 


Marciano, who left coal shov- 


eling and ditch digging in his 
hometown and went on to win 
the world heavyweight boxing 
championship, 
died 
Sunday 


night in a plane crash in an 
Iowa farmyard. 


Marciano captured the title In 


1952 with a knockout of Jersey 
Joe Walcott and eventually re- 
tired undefeated in 1956. 


He was killed when a light 


plane carrying him to his birth- 
day celebration crashed in New- 
ton, Iowa. His body was re- 
turned here Monday, the day he 
would have been 46 years old. 


His professional career start- 


ed in Holyoke with a three- 
round knockout over Lee Epper- 
son and ended in New York 
eight years and 49 undefeated 
fights later with a ninth-round 
knockout over Archie Moore. 


Known as a fighter who didn't 


know the art of boxing, he'd 
take as many punches as neces- 
sary to land one. 


"I got lucky tonight because I 


only got nailed a couple of 
times," he once told a reporter 
after a fight in 1952. "But in 
tough fights, I have headaches 
for a week or two weeks. Some- 
times I actually hear humming 
. . and I know that can't be 
good for me." 


Then he added: "But I used to 


have a sore back all the time 
from 
shoveling coke at the 


Brockton Back Gas Works. For 
this I get padbetter." 


"Inside the ring he was a lion, 


outside a lamb," was the way 
Walcott described Marciano. 


Former champ Sonny Uston 


said Marciano "was one of the 
greatest champions there ever 
was," 
and deposed champion 


Cassius Clay told a reporter 
Marciano was "the onllest one 
that would have given me some 
trouble." 


Although respected by those 


who 
fought him, Marciano's 


free-swinging, 
plodding style 


found little praise with the box- 
ing experts, 


"However," 
Marciano once 


remarked after his retirement, 
''20 years from now fight fans 
will look at my record and know 
I fought everybody around and 
never lost a fight. 1 might even 
end up a living legend." 


A funeral Mass will be cele- 


brated at St. Coleman's Church 
Thursday, and another Mass 
will be celebrated Friday at St. 
Plus Church In Fort Lauder- 
dale, 
Fla., 
where Marciano 


made his home for the past sev- 
eral years. 


Burial will be In Queen of 


Heaven Cemetery, Fort Lauder- 
dale. 


Survivors include his widow, 


Barbara; a daughter, 
Mary 


Ann, 16, and an Infant son, 
Rocky Kevin, 17 months old.

The first trick went to 


West's ace of clubs, the sec- 
ond to East's king. A heart 
return at this stage would 
have broken up the eventual 
winning play but East led a 
trump. 


Tony won the trick and 


asked himself the question, 
"How 
can I m a k e this 


hand?" A Review of the bid- 
ding and Analysis of the 
lead led to a Count of two 
more losers. He had to elim- 
inate one of them. 


Clearly West held both the 


king of hearts and ace of 
diamonds. If he held only 
three hearts, perhaps the 
king could be ruffed out but 
if West h e l d only three 
hearts, then East would hold 
five and would have bid a 
heart rather than two clubs. 
Tony played a second trump 
and, 
when both opponents 


followed, he decided that 
West's original hand had 
been two spades, four hearts, 
three diamonds and 
four 


clubs. 
He...discarded one of, his 


diamonds on dummy's queen 
of clubs and started to run 
off the rest of his trumps. 
The last two clubs appeared 
quickly and, before the last 
trump was led, dummy was 
down to the queen-10 of 
hearts and his three dia- 
monds. 


The last t r u m p criss- 


crossed poor West. 
If he 


unguarded the king of hearts, 
South would discard one of 
dummy's d i a m o n d s and 
cash his ace of hearts. If 
he shed a diamond, South 
would lead a diamond to 
dummy's king, return a dia- 
mond and play low.

Training Suggestions 


For the Tyro Footballer 


About this time 


preseason football 
takes its toll in the form of 
heat stroke. Most such cases 
can be prevented by observ- 
ing the following sugges- 
tions : Prospective players 
should avoid summer work 
in an air-conditioned 
en- 


vironment but should work 
where they can become ac- 
climated to the heat. Drink- 
ing six to eight ounces of 
fluid every hour will prevent 
heat cramps. If sweating is 
profuse, salt should be added 
in -the proportion of one tea^ • 
spoonful to six quarts of 
water. 


A player's weight should 


be recorded before and after 
each practice session. If he 
loses more than 3 per cent of 
his normal weight during 
practice, he is not drinking 
enough 
water. P l a y e r s 


should report all headaches, 
excessive fatigue, sleepless- 
ness and loss of appetite to 
the coach. A critique period 
after practice helps the play- 
er to relax and cool off be- 
fore his next meal. The 
coach should shorten the 
practice session if, in addi- 
tion to the heat, the humidity 
is high. Rubber sweat shirts 
should never be worn as an 
aid to conditioning. 


Q—Is there any way a 


parent can detect whether 
their children practice mas- 
turbation? 


A—No. All children at one 


time or another show an in- 
terest in touching or stimu-

Hempstead County Review.

—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press.

(Lake Greeson, if you are a stick- 
ler for the official title shown on 
maps). And what he has to say 
is worth while, judging from the 
following letter I received last 
week-end: 


Editor The Star: I appreciat- 


ed the copies of the Aug. 2G 
Star containing your remarks 
about the Stripers present in 
Lake Greeson (Narrows). 


I do want to "slice the bread 


thin" and offer a couple of cor- 
rections to some misunderstand- 
ings that ocurred in our telephone 
conversation. This is understan- 
dable as my end of the conser- 
vation was originating on the 
Allied Telephone System and a 
lot of things get a bit befuddled 
over Allied's equipment. 


The dead Striper that washed 


up on the shore in 
"Big Six 


Cove" in July, 19G8, did weigh 
40 pounds— not 30. The fish was 
42 inches in length, not 32. He 
was 30 inches In girth- the waist 
size of some pretty well built 
young fellers. I failed to get 
pictures of this tackle-buster at 
the lake, but I brought the crit- 
ter to town and did get photo- 
graphs. The difficulty at the lake 
was not "cameratrouble"—just 
an excited, all-thumbs operator. 


Mr. Washburn, I am really ex- 


cited about the possibilities these 
Stripers offer to anglers in the 
future. The world rod and reel 
record for the land-locked mem- 
bers of this species is a whop- 
ping 73 pounds. We know that 
35,033 of these Bass have been 
placed in Lake Greeson, but the 
number of natural spawn of the 
original 33 is unknown. Although 
the Game and Fish Commission 
Biology Boys argue that there has 
been no reproduction, I have ar- 
gued otherwise. 


Today I have verification of 


my contention. A fisherman has 
promised me a photograph and 
an affidavit attesting to an ele- 
ven pound striper lie caught in 
Lake Greeson in 1967. This fish 
must have been hatched in Lake 
Greeson. 


Between four and five hundred 


of the Stripers, released in the 
lake during the past two years, 
have been caught this year. The 
one-year group weigh from I3.j 
to S'/e pounds. The two-year olds 
go from 3'/2 to 5Vb pounds. The 
originals 
and 
their natural 


spawn- ?? During the past four 
years I have had numerous fish- 
ermen report they had hooked 
fish that broke their line, and, 
in some cases, stripped the teeth 
from their reel gears. We pre- 
sume these monsters were Stri- 
pers. (Of course, they might have 
been some of those "man-size 
plus" catfish that lurk among 
the rocks in the deep water just 
above Narrows Dam.) 


Personally, when fishing in 


Lake Greeson, I keep my knife 
open and handy on the seat be. 
side me so that in case I hook 
a fish big enough to wreck my 
rig, 
I can cut my line and let 


him 
go before 
my equipment 


is completely wrecked.) 


As your Hope "Isaac Waltons" 


continue to probe the deep-deep 
waters of Lake Greeson, your 
Ananias Club is going to be 
faced with a greater problem

Greeson has followed the pattern 
of all man-made lakes.

Governors

—we've been on a road for a 
long time that is leading us to 
disaster and when you're on the 
wrong road you get off and get 
on a new road." 


Nixon told the governors at 


their black tie conference ball 
there are "hard budget and tax 
decisions ahead."

'unlawful orders' to impound 
mail leaving the United States 
for known pornography compa.

The camp 
was 18 miles east of Song Be, a 
provincial capital the enemy di- 
vision had been threatening. 


The North Vietnamese struck 


back from all sides as the South 
Vietnamese came in. 


Helicopters flew in 400 fresh 


commandos to reinforce the em- 
battled battalion. 
On Monday 


the South Vietnamese tried to 
push back into the area of Sun- 
day's fighting but again ran into 
strong resistance. 


Lt. Gen. Kulian J. Ewell, com- 


mander of the UJS. 2nd Field 
Force, visited the battle area 
and ordered U.S. troops from 
the 1st Air Cavalry Division to 
reinforce the South' Vietnamese.

of the Vietnamese Republic, and 
American officers expect the 
enemy to mark the occasion 
with stepped-up attacks.
